out reference to the situation of the in- 
surgent forces.

oourse was subsequently fully estab- 
lished by the fact that when the troops 
of my command carried the Spanish 
Intrenchments, extending from the sea 
to the Pasay road on the extreme Span- 
ish right, we were under no obligations. 
by prearranged plan* or mutual attack.

able to move forward at once and occupy 
the city and suburbs."

Secretary Alger has a letter from 


General Wood, military governor of 
Santiago. It is personal to a. great ex- 
tent, but deals with many questions 
of interest to the public, and Secretary 
Alger has allowed some extracts to be 
published. It may be stated that the 
secretary feels that the course of events 
at Santiago has demonstrated the wis- 
dom shown in the selection of General 
Wood for this peculiarly difficult post. 
Combining, as he did, medical skill with 
the highest type of soldierly qualities 
and executive ability, he was able to 
meet and overcome the problems pre- 
sented at Santiago. The letter more- 
over presents vividly the frightful con- 
ditions that confronted the American 
army of occupation over the surrender 
of Santiago. 


General Wood says, in part: "I have 


had a very dillk-ult position from a san- 
itary point of view and a not altogether 
easy one from a military and civil stand- 
point. When we came into the city, the 
sanitary situation was something fright- 
ful. 
There- were a. great many unburied 


dead in the houses, between 2000 and 3000 
BpanLsh wounded and sick, and a great 
norde of half-famished and sick people, 
nearly 20,000 in number, who had just 
returned from ElvCaroey, wherei they had 
gone during the siege. 


"We had yellow fever all around us, 


and about 20 cases In the Spanish mili- 
tary hospital. The civil hospital was 
full of dying people, anl publicibuildings 
were being used as hospitals. 
On the 


whole, it was an extremely diflicult task 
requiring a great deal of hard work. I 
have been working systematically with 
every means at hand to Improve the 
sanitary condition of the city. It Is in 
this department that a vast amount of 
tvork has been done. I have a force 
pf about 170 men constantly employed, 
arid at many times have had nearly dou- 
ble this force working day and night to 
remove the vast accumulations of in- 
describable filth which ha« accumulated 
in the outhouses and yards as well as tne 
streets of the city, which is reputed to 
be one of the most unhealthy and dirty 
In the world. The death rate has dropped 
steadily since we came, and Us now about 
one-fourth of what it was in July.

The monument will be 6f> feet high 
rom the base to the top. It will be 16 
eet square at the base. It will be placed 


the same ridpre as the Oarfield me- 


morial, and wil! be the center of a circle 


f vaults, which c-mtain. or which win 
ontain. the remains of the Rockefeller 
'amily members. The base Itself is 10 
'eet high. The single stone that sur- 
mounts it is 55 feet hijfh. 


It has been dressed at the quarry at 


Barre, Vt., and it is the largest stone 
.vhich can be shipped by rail without 
straining bridges and demoralizing road- 
beds. Special cars of extraordinary 
strength have been contstructed at Mr. 
Rockefeller's order to convey the stone 
to Cleveland, and the bridges over which 
these cars will pass will be inspected 
ust before the care cross them.
